FINE WAS IMPOSED! 


ON MERCHANT FOR FLYING THE 
UNION JACK ; 
Bocause it Floated Over the Side- 
walk—Proprietor of College 
Book Store Will Appeal 


“No person shall erect or suspend 


or maintain in, over, or upon any! 
public street or place in the city, any 
streamer, flag or banner, cloth or 
paper sign, or device, except on His 
Majesty's birthday or on Dominion 
Day or on other lawfully authorized 
holiday, except Sunday. 

Thus reads one of the Kingston by- 
laws regarding obstructions on the 
street, and in the Police Court on 
Tuesday morning, Joseph Nash, pro-! 
prieter of the College Book Store 
was fined $1 and costs by Magistrate 
Farrell for commiting u breach of 
this by-law. The breach consisted 
of fying the Union Jack. 

-Constable Arniel, who lald the 
complaint, ‘stated that last week a 
blue flag had been flying over tha) 
sidewalk in front of the store with 
the words “College Book Store.” Mr. | 
Nash had been informed that he was 
violating the by-law, and on being 
notified he removed the blue Flag 
and repleced {t with a Union Jack. 

Mr. Nash, speaking to the magis- 
trate, In his own detence, bovirg 
pleaded “not guilty’ to the charge, 
said that he did notebelleve it w.s 
the intention of the makers of the 
by-law to forbid the fiying of a flag 
ih this Way 

“The flag is about forty feet above 
the street.” remarked Mr Nash. 
What about the flag of the American 
Consul, which is allowed to fiy over 
the sidewalk in front of his office. 
There are many other flags around 
the city allowed -to fly In the same 


ay. 
The magistrate said that if there 
were others violatink the by-law 
they should be brought before the 
Court. 

“The trouble in this matter ts that 
if one person is allowed to put up a 
fiag.in this way, others will want the 
same privileges,” sald Magistrate 
Farrell!’ No doubt this by-law was 
framed so as to prevent the street 
being filled with banners, flags and 
streamers.,, 

“In Toronto the Union Jack is al- 
lowed to fly over every place and in 
Montreal it is the same way,” said 
Mr. Nash. 

“ was in Toronto the other day,” 
said Magistrate Farrell,” and I did 
not see flags fying from every place. 
You have been. using flags as an ad- 
vertising medium, and you have at- 
tempted to escape the by-law by tak- 
ing the Union Jack asa refuge. The 
only remedy for you in this matter is 
for you and other merctiants who 
take objection to this by-law to go 
before the City Councli and ask to 
have it re ied. 

“This case will make a laughing 
stock of the city during war time,” 
said Mr. Nash, as the case was final- 
ly disposed of. He stated further 
that he would appeal.

Expen- 
diture for “war purposes” will be 
$100,000,000, and other expenditures 
are forecast which will bring the 
Budget for the next fiscal year up to 
the stupendous sum of over Three 
Hundred Million Dollars! 

In other words, the Finance Min- 
ister comes to Parliament with an es- 
timated expenditure for 1925-16 of 
more than 180 Million Dollars, over 
and above the estimated revenue. Of 
this amount $100,000,000 is special- 
ly earmarked for war purposes, and 
it is to be noted that every dollar of 
our expenditure for troops and de- 
fence generally is to be provided for 
by a Ioan from the Imperial Govern- 
ment, just as every dollar of the Fifty 
Millions voted last August for our 
overseas forces and other war pur- 
poses has come from the same source.

Potato Raising- 
Proved Profitable 


A recent issue of the Advocate con- 
tained a very interesting letter on 
potato. culture written by Mr. W. 
Hornick, of Flinton, who has made an 
enviable success of Potato raising. 
The article was read with much In- 
terest and a subscriber has handed us 
the accompanying account taken from 
the ‘Canadian Countryman,” of how 
Mr. Fred A. Johnston, potato farmer 
of Port Stanley, is making big profits. 

Of his entire 150 acre farm, twenty 
elght acres. are devoted to potatoes. 
This area comprises two fields of ten 
and eighteen pale ¢ respectively, and 
in two fields, each of this size, the 
annual crop is produced 

Mr. Johnson says: “This year I 
sold from a twelve acre patch $1,200 
worth of potatoes, I’ have paid for 
the land three or four times with 
potatoes, and sone years they have 
been pretty. cheap,

Picked Off by a Sniper While Inspect- 
ing Outposts. ; 


Chatham, April 8.—In a letter to 
Lieut.-Col. Smith, of this city, Major 
George Smith, of Chatham, who Is 
serving at the front with the first con- 
tingent, tells of the manner in which 
the late Lieut. Gallaugher, of this 
city, came to his death. It was pre- 
viously reported that Gallaugher rais- 
ed his head above the trenches and 
was shot. Major Smith, however, 
states that Gallaugher was ehgaged 
in inspecting his outposts -in the 
early morning of March 20th, when 
the Germans sent up a flare lighting 
up the locality, and Gallaugher was 
picked off by a sniper. He was

This thought Jesus 
emphasized—the utter degtruction, 
in the Second Death, of any found 
incorrigible after having received 
full opportunity of return to 
God through the merit of Christ's 
sacrifice. The Bible everywhere 
holds out the thought that the 
Church now, and the world in its 


trial Day future, will be in danger of 


Gebenna destruction —— the Second 
Death. Speaking of wilful sinners 
against full Jight, St. Paul says, 
“Who shall be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction.” (2 Thessa- 
lonlan 1:7-9.) St. Peter says they 
shall perish “like natural brute 
beasts,"—-2 Peter 2:12, 

Bible students know that Sheol 
and Hades could not be places of 
eternal torture; for the Scriptures 
say that'they shall be destroyed. If 
Sheol and Hades are to be destroyed, 
how could anybody be tortured there 
everlastingly? The clergy know 
these things very well, but hide them 
from the people. Hosea 13:14 reads, 
“O grave (Sheol), I will be thy de- 
struction!” 1 Corinthians 15:55, 
“O grave (Hades), where is thy vic- 
tory?’ Revelation 20:14, “Death 
and Hell (Hades) shall be cast into 
the Lake of Fire. This is the Second 
Death.” 

These Scriptures mean that the 
grave shall not always triumph over 
the boman family, that mankind will 
be delivered by Messiah's Kingdom 
from the power of the tomb, that we 
can rely upon God’s promise that 
ultimately Hades, the tomb, will be 
destroyed In the Second Death, sym- 
bolically represented by {he Lake of 
Fire. Note that the symbol is’ ex- 
plained—"“the Late of Fire, which ts 
the Second Death.” 

In other words, all that are in 
their graves, in the tomb, the prison- 
house of death, shall ultimately be 
set free by the great Deliverer, the 
glorified Christ, who already has lald 
down His life as the Ransom-price, 
that sinners might not perish, but 
pore the opportunity of everlasting 

e. 

This opportunity has yet come on- 
ly to the Church, and to her by 
promise. Her covenant is to follow 
in her Master's footsteps unto death; 
and the promise is that she shall 
have a superior resurrection, because 
of greater trials of falth and obedi- 
tnce to sacrifice. “The gates of Hell 
shall not prevail against her.” (Mat- 
thew 16:18.) That ts, as the Heav- 
enly Father raised up .Jesus Christ 
from the dead, so the gates of death 
shall not prevail against the Chureh.

H “fared sumptuously,” 
as no other people did. To them 
belonged the promise of the King- 
dom, represented by the purple rai- 
ment of royalty. As a people they 
had the purging of their sins, typical 
Justification, accomplished’ on their 
annual Atonement Day. This was 
their “fine linen,” representing that 
righteousness was thus imputed to 
them.as a péople. 

In A.D. 70, the Rich Man, the 
iJewisb nation, died, when the last 
| vestige of the government was de- 
;Stroyed by Titus, the Roman gener- 
jal. The nation has been asleep in 
| Hades ever.since, though the Jews 
| have been very much alive and have 
suffered raany things, especially 
‘amongst professed Christians of the 
[tare class. Zionism, which has 
{sprung up within the past thirty 
| years, ls the revival of hope that the 
Rich Man will be resurrected from 
Hades; and present indications point 
to this as a matter of speedy accom- 
plishment—as soon as the fulness of 
the Gentiles shall bave come into 
Spiritual Israel.—Romans 11:25-32. 

Lazarus represented outcasta who 
desired favor with God but were 
“aliens and strangers from the com- 
monwealth of Israel’’—Gentiles. They 
had no table with Divine promises 
from which to “fare stmptuously 
every day,”’ no share in the promises 
of royalty represented by the purple 
tobes, no “fine linen,” representing 
Justification from sin. Those things 
belonged to the Jew exclusively, until 
his national rejection and the subse- 
quent opening of the door to Gentiles, 
that they might become fellow-heirs 
with the saintly Jews, and followers 
of Jesus in the glorious things of 
God’s arrangement, 

i As the Jew died to his favors, so 
{the Gentile died to his disfavor. As 
angels carried Lazarus to Abraham's 
|bosom, so the early Jewish Church, 
messengers of God and Christ, re- 
ceived believing Gentiles into {ull fel- 
lowship as brethren of the Seed of 
Abrabam. This, figuratively, is de- 
scribed as Lazarus in Abraham's bos- 
om—treated as his child. 

The Rich Man represented especial- 
ly two tribes—Judah and Benjamin. 
Proportionately, the five brethren 
would represent the ten tribes. The 
parable represents the Rich Man as 
saying, I have five brethren. May not 
something be done for them? The an- 
swer shows that only Israelites could 
be meant—“They have Moses and the 
Prophets; let them hear them.” Only 
the twejve tribes of Israel had Moses 
and the Prophets. Tho Gentiles had 
them not. 

The dogs licking the sores, in the 
parable, represent that the Lazarus 
class were companions of dogs—in- 
deed, ‘dog’ was a name which Jows 
commonly gave Gentiles. Jesus Him- 
self used it, and gives an illustration 
of how believing Gentiles occaslonal- 
ly ate crumbs from the Rich Man’s 
table. The Syrophenician woman re- 
queated healing for her daughter; but 
Jesus dociined, saying, “Jt would not 
be proper to take the food from the 
children’s table (the Jews) and give 
it to dogs (Gentiles).""’ She answered, 
““Prath, Lord; yet the doga eat of 
the crumbs which fall from the mas- 
ter’s table.” Then Jesus said, “O 
woman, great is thy faith!” and he 
gave her the crumb of relief which 
was not hers by right; for He testl- 
Ged, “I am not sent save unto the lost 
sheep of the House of Israel.” The 
time had not yet come for giving 
Gentiles a place in God’s family as 
children of Abraham. 

Who cannot see in this beautiful 
parable a teaching in full harmony 
with God's Wisdom, Justice, Love 
and Power as it has applied during 
this Gospel Age? The parable does 
aot show how God's favor will return 
to the Jew in due time; other Scrip- 
tures, however, clearly teach this, as 
we have pointed out. May our eyes of 
anderstatiding open true know!l-

From present indications neither 
political party in this county intends 
to be caught asleep when an election 
is called. The Liberal Party have 
selected their candidate in the person 
of Mr. Horsey, while the Conservative 
Party propose selecting their candi- 
date on the 17th inst. Who the for- 
tunate or unfortunate victim may be 
has not yet been decided. The fol- 
Jowing names of probable candidates 


are mentioned, B, R. Hepburn, M.P., 
R. A. Norman, ex-M.P.P., H. Bedell, 
A. E. Calnan and B. F. Wilson. While 
no doubt othera will be added before 
that date. It is reported that any 
differences heretofore existing be- 
tween Hepburn and Norman has been 
amicably arranged and Mr. Hepburn's 
friends are quite confident he will be 
the choice of the Convention. There 
ja not the most friendly feeling in 
some sections toward Mr. Hepburn, 
and bis actions towards the drill hall 
venture in Picton will likely be free- 
ly ventiliated, if not at the Conven- 
tion, during the campaign should he 
chance to be the candidate. With a 
strong rural backing there is a free- 
ly expressed sentiment for a farmer 
candidate. Mr. Horsey while claim- 
ing to be a farmer is about as much 
of a farmed as any professional man 
would be who chanced to own a 
farm. In this reepect he is on an 
equal footing with Mr. Hepburn. In 
fact neither of them are really prac- 
tical farmers, and are very much 
more interested in other Ines of busi- 
ness than the farm. A rather amus- 
ng idea was recently expressed by a 
gentleman in this County in saying 
that he favored the County betng rep- 
resented by a farmer, but the fact of 
the business was there was not a 
farmer in the County really qualified 
in every particular for theposition. 
He said the difficulty in electing a 
farmer to such a position was it 
placed him in a higher and more dig- 
nified position than providence ever 
intended him to occupy. It was not 
natural for a farmer to sport about in 
@ swallow-talled coat and attend 
royal functions of one kind and an- 
other and the position instead of be- 
ing one of honor to him, became one 
of torture and misery in the extreme. 
He further added that the average 
farmer could not stand being so sud- 
denly raised from his humble posi- 
tion on the farm to so dignified a 
position as a member.of parliament, 
and was more likely to be influenced 
improperly than perhaps any. other 
class. For this reason he was not a 
suitable person to represent any con- 
stituency, as he lacked. back-bone 
enough to say Yes and No when he 
should say one or the other. From 
the way things. have been going at 
Ottawa of late it would appear that 
there were others bealde the farmers 
our friend singles out, as Jacking in 
this particular. We venture the opin- 
fon that many farmers could be pick- 
ed up throughout the country who 
would not be so easily influenced for 
party purposes as some of those hold- 
ing seats in the present parliament.

The bulk of the supplies of Cana-" 
dian wheat for export are drawn each 
year from the wheat fields of the 
prarie provinces. The total supply 
may be computed by a study of the 
carrys of the rallways. During the 
crop year 1913-4, the Canadian Nor- 
thern auone handled from the terri- 
tory served by Its festern lines, 47.- 
295,000 bushels. Estimateing the in- 
crease this year at 20 per cent. the 
C.N.R. should haul out approximately 
56,750,000 bushels of wheat from the 
provinces lying between the Great 
Lakes and the Rocky Mountains. That 
quantity of wheat, converted succes- 
sively into flour, and into standard 
loaves of bread, would feed Greater 
London, with its estimated popula- 
tion of 7,252,963, for more than four 
and a half years. 

According to themillers, a barrel 
of flour, 196 pounds, {s made from 
4% bushels of wheat, and, according 
to the bakers*187 standard loaves of 
24 ounces each, are made from one 
barrel of flour. The anticipated 
carryings on the Canadian Northern’ 
this season, then, represent 12,611,- 
111 barrels and 2,368,277,757 lonves 
of bread. If this were divided in Lon- 
don each individual In the Imperial’ 
City would receive 325 loaves, If 
you divide the population of the capl- 
tal into families of three, each family 
would be provided with 975 loaves. 
Allowing a liberal supply of 4 loaves 
a week to each family would extend 
the foodstuffs over 24+ weeks, or 
more than four and a half years. i 

There is.no need to carry the Il- 
lustration further. So long as Brit- 
ain holds command of the seas, the 
available supply of foodstuffs from 
Canada alone should suffice to over-, 
come the handicap her critics main-' 
tain she imyosed upon herself by pro- 
ducing but a quarter of the wheat 
she annually consumes.

Homesickneas, or nostalgia. as the 
doctors term {t. bas long veen recos 
nized as a wilitary disease, which is 
especially lable to attack re.ruits an 
even seasoned soldiers, if they serve 
for long priods in foreign climes. .- 
French scientist has published a book 
on the malady. He says, ‘Tor symp: 
toms of homesickness are great mental 
defection, Joss..of appetite, Indiffer- 
ence to what is going on around, and 
irregular action of the digestive or- 


The bad effecta of homesickness in 
an army were Grst noted among Swiss 
soldiers. The men were forbidden to 
aing.or listen to their native melodica 
for fear of rousing in them ax over- 
powering longing for their mountain 
homes. A doctor writing at that 
period cited many Instances of the 
serious results of sentimental music 
on soldiers campaigning far from 
their own shores. 

An English physician recently stated 
that homesickness is a prevalent 
Gisease amongst prisoners of war, 
who display such symptoms as hys- 
terical weeping. fever, and a rapid 
thinning of the face.

brush for polishing his tunic buttons, 
and a holdall) containing, amongst 
other things, a knife, fork, spoon, 
rasor, shaving ‘brush and comb, Thera 
is also a spare towel and a cake of 
soap, a Bible and prayer-book, and his 
pocket ledger—known to “Tommy” a:

The Russian soldier's knapsack con 
talns no books of any kind, for the 
very good reason that the vast ma 
jority of them cannot read, but It) 
invariably does contain an ikon.

But this ts 
only balf the truth. The ikon ts: 
painted, it is true; but it Is alse 
stamped out in metal in bas-relief. 
Always, it represents some salnt; and 
it is very, very holy, and very highly 
cherished. An ordinary Russian con- 
script would almost as soon lose bls 
Ufe as his ikon.

of this item. Almost all our «oa 
dyes and other coal tar product» have 
heretofore come from Furope. prio 
cetpally from Germany. Several mil 
Hon gallons of creosotlug olls .or pr 
serving timber have been imported 
annually, That supply is now cutoff 
and the value of these materials on 
this continent greatly enhanced. 

From the ammonia compounds is 
derived a substantial quantity of valu- 
able fertilizer.

Some Degree 
in Nearly all War Materiale 
+ ‘This has been called a gold war; 
and so it is in a sense. But it is even 
more emphatically a copper one. Cut 
off, the supply. of copper, and sooner 
or later nowadays a war comes auto 
matically to.an end. ; 

This is because the red metal enters 
into the composition, fn a greater or 
less degree, of ni 
tlons: of war.  Tuke, for instance, 
projectiles from big guns. Round the 
base of each one of these is a band 
of copper, which, when the gun is 
fired, expands. and-grips the interior 
rifling of the weapon, causing the pro- 
Jectile to rotate. 

tt also serves another, and a very 
fmportant purpose. “By its expansion 
at the very moment the charge ignites, 
the exploalve gasea are held in check, 
es it were, and forced to exp-ni all 
but a tiny fraction of their energy 
fn driving the projectile through the 
bore of the piece. x 

If Germany merely wanted enough 
e@opper to enable her to make (hese 
bands for her big gun projecti.es, she 
could probably supply the demand 
within her own borders—shbe produces 
about 25,000 tons per annum—or, at 
all events. she would be able to smug- 
gle in enough from profeasedly neu- 
tral neighbors. Hut there are other 
demandsyfor the metal which are far 
more inalstent, and notably that in 
connection with small-arm ammu- 
nition, that is to say, rifle cartr.dges. 

These are made of soliddrawn brass; 
Bo other substances will do, becaras 
all others are liable to jam ‘nu the 
barrel. Now ordinary brass ontalns 
three parts of copper to two of zinc, 
but the fine brass from which cart. 
tidges are made consists of three 
parta of copper and only one of zina 

Experts state that thirteen ton< of 
copper are requred for a mi'lion 
pounds of small-arm ammun t.on. C a: 
sequently every cartridge conta ns 
rather lesa than half an ounce of cop 
per. One has only to bear these facts 
1p mind, and to remember also t:at 
ft has been computed that on an 
average about thirty millions of car- 
tridges are being fired away daily in 
the various theatres of the war, to 
realize how absolutely -ital it Is to 
Germany that her imports of copper 
sbould not be materially interfered 
with. 

Bat this is whet is happening. The 
British fleet commends the seas, and 
copper has been declared to be con- 
traband of war. One result of this Is 
thet the German Government is now 
offering the huge price of $.00 a ton 
for the metal, the price in England 
being somewhere about 9285 a ton. 
The bulk of the copper is smuggied 
into Germany from professedly new- 
¢ral countries, whither {t is carried 
by skippers armed with false dilis of 
blading and faked manifests,

payer's money in building an elabor- 
ate trunk séwer, and walking tbrough 
the jabyrinth of trenches until he 
gets tired. 


Occasionall, you climb a few steps 
cut Into the sidv of the ditch and poke 
your head gingerly, out of the trench 
to convince yourself that you were 
Teally an integral part of the battle 
of the Alsne. Sure enough, the Alane 
was there all right, but where was 
the “roar of battic’? ‘Yhe correspon- 
dent walked through mud for two 
bours trying to locate the roar of bat- 
tle, but without success, The battle 
of the Aisne sounded like a-safe and 


Sane 24th of May at home. 


in two bours I heard one German 
shell go whistling overhead toward 
the French lines. The French were 
even more spendthrift of ammunition 


and fired off a big gun once every 15 


minutes on the average. At rather 


jonger Intervals the French turned 


loose a machine gun, apparently just 
to let the Germans know that they 
had one, while an occasional rifle sbot

The next day we 
heard the cannon dnce more after 
three weeks silence, and. the seem- 
ingly never ceasing stream of French 
troops continued passing under our 
very windows. Every night we had 
officers billeted on us and’ recelved 
them gladly. They gave us what 
news they could, and through the 
military post we were able to send 
our letters out, but we would of 
course receive no reply, and we all 
longed for news of our absent ones. 
Our French soldiers had had a hard 
time of it In the Loraine, and still 
harder lay before them, but they had 
lost none of the galety of disposition 
so inherent to the French nature. 
One and all felt confident of the ulti- 
mate success of the Allles, and‘one 
and all paid high tribute to the mag- 
nificant fighting of the “contemptible 
British army." The Singalese regi- 
ments alao passed our way, but to our 
enough to see them. They persisted 
great rellef did not stop as it was 
in putting their enemies heads in 
their knapsacks and many had Ger- 
man ears strung together around 
their necks! The refugees of our 
own village returned at this time and 
were 80 agreeably surprised at not 
vnding thelr homea burnt down by 
the Germans, that they accepted the 
loss of thelr goods in a very philoso- 
phical spirit. But one and all resolv- 
ed to follow our advise and stick to 
their homes in future come what 
might. The inhabitants of all the 
neighboring villages also returned 
and over a hundred sarts passed our 
door, These poor people had, many 
of them, been as far as Normandy 
on foot or in carts and had suffered 
many hardshigs in their flight They 
had hoped to find peace on their 
return, however, and they were wel- 
comed by the sound of the cannon, 
which faint at first, grew nearer and 
nearer to us.until it becamp’a deafen- 
ing ropr. All day long the doors and 
windows rattled, every half hour aero 
planes passed to and fro and what 
with the constant sound of the motors 
the cracking of machine guns, and 
whizzing of the shells, the noise was 
terrific. We gradually, however, got 
fairly accustomed to It as did the 
animals around us. At Qrst the cows 
huddled together, seeking shelter un- 
der trges, probably under the jmpres- 
sion a flerce thunderstorny was: going 
on, and the hens were not to be 
tempted from the hen house; but 
Bradually they did as we did and 
went around as usual. In the even- 
ing we watched with sinking hearts 
villages burning in all directions. We 
counted four or five:daily. The soft 
autumnal air was full of smoke or 
fire. Crowds of people sought refuge 
in our village, some had spent ten 
days in ‘their cellars and at last in 
despair had ventured out, and fled 
amidst a volley'of shells.

WONDERS OF SPACE 
Exletence of Masses of Gas Preven by 


Pictures of Comets Whoee Tails 
Have Been, Shattered 


We know that spece contains solié 
dodies of all sizes, from buge suns 
down to particles of meteoric dust. 
That it coatains also masses of gas 
ls asserted by J. Meunier, a Parisian 
astronomer. Mr. Munier believes that 


the erratic behavior of certain comets, 
especially the sudden asteration in 
the tails, may be accounted for by 
collisions with these gaseous masses, 
and that recent photographs of comets 
give evidence of thetr presence. He 
even suggesta that they may influence 
terrestrial] weather. 

“The planets move is a narrow 
jaone, near the plane of the eliptic,” 
eays M. Mounier, “while comets have 
orbits whose Inclination to this plang 
fs sometimes great. It varies for the 
periodic eomets, from 3 degrees to 
162 degrees. Consequently these 
bodies reach reghons of the solar sys- 
tem to which they alone penetrate. 
They burn; for their spectrum is that 
of the hydrocarbon fame. The theory 
that attributed to this spectrum an 
electric origin received a notable set- 
back when the earth passed through 
the tail of Halley's comet in May, 
1910. 

“These incandeecent masses, pene 
trating into new regions, act, so to 
speak. as explorers. When they are 
discovered, at vast distances from the 
pun, they appear generally as nebu- 
lous disks, more or tess vague and 
elther sbow no tail or only a tiny 
one. As they get nearer, the tall be- 
comes more evident. and always ap 
pears under varied aspects. Here are 
some examplea chosen from among 
recent ¢omets that have been photo- 
graphed. The Horreliy comet appear- 
ed on July 34, 1903, with a tall broken 
into the form of a bayonet. The 
Gliacobin! comet of 1306 had on Decem- 
ber 24 a narrow tail, bounded by two 
coavex edges, jike an elongated fame 
@rawn through the alr. The next day, 
as if the resisting medium bad dis- 
appeared, it opened into a fan, aa if 
explosively; some days .ster. it sent 
out two fine mys, which were after- 
ward multiplied. 

“Tht most remarkable recent comet 
was undoubtedly Morehouse’s of 1908. 
Discovered in September, it first 
showed variations of brilllancy. All 
at once, oo October 15, without any 
waraing, there was detached from it 
® mass more Juminous than its own 
disk. This mass formed an angle like 
@ masa of smoke issuing from the 
jemoke-stack :f @ locomotive when a 
Diast of wind strikes it. The follow- 
img night there was a new surprise— 
an explosion thet drew if out into a 
Moubdle spiral, On the left side of the 
first spiral was seen an incombustibie 
@iobular mass of gas. forming an ob- 
atacie and leaving a well-marked place. 
This is not due to a photographic 
accident, for it appears also on a 
photograph taken at Heidelberg. in 
November the Morehouse comet was 
mo leas astonishing; on the 16th the 
extremely long and brilliant tail rol- 
led up in « twisted form; on the 17th 
the disk put forth a sort of handle 
oe the right side; on the 23th this had 
disappeared, but the principal twisted 
tail formed with two other side tails 
am acute tribedra) angle. 

“Bo .many different sppearape:s 
would surely not have exist*d if these 
bodies had been moving in a honio- 
geneous medium, free of gas. Every: 
thing is explained In the simplest man- 
ner by the intervention of gaseous 
masses, and may be reproduced ex- 
perimentally with ease by means of 
Hames. 

‘“Let us not despise the Indication. 
that these wandering bodies give us 
in their erratic courses. Interplanet 
ary space, which contains solid bodlvs 
—the meteorites—is not wanting als? 
fa gaseous masses. and these doub.- 
Jess play their part fn the weather 
of our’ tmmosphere.”

A Substitute for Meat. 


It is just. as sensible to talk about 
au substitute for liquor or tobacco or 
coffee as a substitute for meat. Meat 
is to be cut out of one’s diet for the 
same reason that these things are. 

However.the highly nitrogenous 
meat diet is not nearly so harmful 
when combined with a liberal supply 
of lettuce, parsley, spinach or celery, 
or a combination of these. These 
fresh, green vegetables, uncooked, on 
account of their richness In positive, 
alkaline, mineral elements are the 
real bone,. blood -and-nerve builder. 
They largely neutralize the poisons 
formed by the meat. With the meat 
no bread, no milk, no nuts, no pota- 
toes, should be eaten. The meat 
should be taken into the mouth alone 
and chewed barely enough to be com- 
fortably swallowed. It should be 
eaten as the entire first course, fol- 
lowed by the green julcy’ vegetables. 
if a dessert is desired, it should be 
apples raw or baked. The digestion 
of a meal depends as much upon the 
combination, preparation and proper 


eating of the foods as upon the selec-! 


tion of wholesome foods; in fact more

eaten meat diet will not get one into 
the trouble that an excess of eggs 
will.

Cream Toast. 


. Toast six slices of bread till crisp 
and brown, dip in hot, salted water, 
place in dish and pour over the fol- 
lowing gravy: One pint of milk, let 
come to scalding point; then stir, tn 
a large tablesnoonful of flour mixed 
with a little cold water. Stir ull 
thick, and add butter the size of 
an egg. When making cream toast, 
for each cupful of milk allow a 
level tablespoonful of butter and 
two level tablespoonfuls of flour 
(bread flour); melt butter, stir 
in the flour and add a cupful of milk 
gradually, stirring all the time. Add 
a@ little salt and strain the dip over 
bread.

Canadian Soldier Describes the Effect 
~  of\a Bayonet Charge. 

How the Crnadiar troops captured 
a trench, as mentioned in # recent 
despatch from Sic John French Is 
told by ‘Corpl. Willlam Bowit, of the 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light 
infantry, in a setter to bis parents at 
West Hartlepool. 3 

“On the last dav of February,” he 
writes, “just before dawao, our com- 
pany was ordered to attempt to force 
one of the German trenctes. 

“As we climbe. over the parapet 
the eneny, by means their mug- 
neslum flares, spotied us, aud imme- 
diately opened upor. us a withering 
wachine gun fire. 

“We lost men—some of my best 
friends and comrades — but on we 
kept pioading Larougu a quagwire of 
mud, and whes we jumped over the 
enemy ‘s parapet into their trench we 
had to tramp ove~ dead men. 

“The rest of the hiuns, afrald of 
the cold steel, fled screaming like 
children or went down on their knees 
and begged for mercy. This, in true 
British tasbion, was granted them. 

“I do not think i could fully de- 
scribe the scene — it was awiul, 
though successful. In the capturea 
trench we discuvered plenty ot food 
and clothing and als sume patent 
hand warmers, whic in itself 18 sig- 
pificant of the fact thar tbey are 
fairly comfortavle. 

“Their trenches are wade for com- 
fort, and it makes them very careless 
about tghtin. positions,” 

‘We have’ nua a very exciting 
morning,” says a elter from an ottl- 
cer at the-front. “Three of us were 
sitting dere\quicily, toth windows 
open, uad thesun shining in, baving 
our break{ast. 

“We were mugaiog ane talking, 
and feeling how peacesus it Was, even 
though only a mile, ib that. from the 
firing line, wheb 2 beare a peculiar 
squisning, whistling, noise. 1 saw 
nothing, Gul uGke clorety out of the 
window.

“The dead silence and the whist 
ling of the sell only occupied the 
space of perhaps ten seconds, If that, 
but it seemed minutes.

Gfeat Britain~has declared copper 
contraband of war, and is trying to 
stop its going to any port whence it 
might reach Germany. Other things 


might end the war more speedily, but 
~when the supply of copper quits then 
the war quits likewise. The Germans 
were reported to have nearly 5,- 
000,000,000 rifle cartridges on hand 
awhen war broke out. They probably 
Rave 4,000,000 men under arms, pos- 
sibly more. They have thousands of 
machine guns, each of which eats up 
cartridges as fast as a whole infantry 
tattalion. Twelve hundred and fifty 
rounds per soldier, excluding the ma- 
chine guns, and the 5,000,000,000 
cartridges are gone. Without doubt 
the Germans are reduced already to 
picking up the fired cases when it is 
feasible to do so. Trench fighting is 
particularly well adapted to this pur- 
pose, while from a machine gun the 
ejected cases are thrown so uniformly 
that a basket would catch practically 
all of them. The German cartridge 
cases ate not well adapted to being 
reloaded. The American Goverhment 
rejoads the fired rifle cartridges, and 
the requirements specify that each 
case must stand 20 such reloadings 
without splitting or giving way at any 
spot. Hundreds of thousands of fired 
cartridges are reloaded by the United 
States army each year, and the econo- 
my thereof is great, because while the| 
complete loaded cartridge cost 2% 
cents, the case itself costs nearly 1% 
cents a saving of 60 per.cent. through 
reloading. 


Steel Too Costly. 


Both the German authoritles and 
Bir Charles Ross, the designer of the 
Canadian army rifle, have experi- 
mented with the manufacture of steel 
cartridge cases. Ross produced them 
but they were too costly to be com- 
mercially practicable. 
The start of the brass cartridge

some of them may be adopted here: — 


Every pound of food raised in Regina 
adds to the food supplies of our Empire. 

Every vacant lot cultivated adds to the 
beauty and to the solid values of our city. 

It is no extravagant estimate to say 
that. $150,000 is sent out of Regina every 
year for garden produce which could, and 
which should, be raised in our city. 

We have ample storage facilities for 
any temporary excess of produce, so that 
no glutting of the market should take place. 

No vegetables taste so fine as those 
brought fresh to the table from your own 
garden. : 

It will add immensely to the health of 
our people if the proportion of green vege- 

tables should be doubled.

térests. Now, in the United States at 
all events, there are signs of a dispo- 
sition to separate the two interests. 
The movement for prohibition has, 
in recent years, made remarkable 
progr. in) many portions of the 
Unite® States, arid in States..where 
less drastic laws, are uccepted there 
is a constant ‘tendency rds more 
effective. restriction. That these 
movements will/probably make sti}! 
more progress is the opinion of many 
close observers, What willbe the 
effect of these restrictions upon bus- 
Iness generally 1s a question much 
discussed. The opinion seema to be 
widely held that business interests 
would on the whole be ‘the ‘gainer, 
rather than the loser, from the sup- 
pression or restriction of the Haquor 
trafic; but there are many. lines so 
closely related to the trade that they 
are much disturhed as to the effect 
of the expected changes upon their 
particular interests. One class of 
persons who are studying the ques- 
tion with close attention are those 
engaged in the production and sale of 
tobacco, and there are signs that they 
will break up the alliance that have 
hitherto existed between the two 
trades. 

An influential American journal, 
the ‘Tobacco Leaf,’ devoted to the 
Interests of tobacco growers, comes 
out with & strong declaration that the 
Mquor business myst go and that the 
tobacco Interest should cut the Hnes 
that hold them together. The ‘Leaf’ 
has come to the -conclusion that 
though a national prohbibitory law 
may yet be far away, National option 
under a Federal law is coming. The 
crusade against the liquor business, 





































the, “Leaf” thinks, “is not merely al 
spasmodic outbreak of a few fanatic 
reformers, but a perfectly organized 
and persistent campaign, champion- 
ing a popular protest,” a movement 
which is pointing to early success. 
Continuing, the “Leaf” says:— 


“The ultin‘ate achlevement of} 
{ts ambition is, in our opinion, ine- 
vitable, and our. advice to those 
manufacturers who have allied 
themselves with the liquor indus- 
try is to ‘get out from under,’ 

“We would be anything but 
friendly to such manufacturers if 
we offered them anti-prohtbition 
agitation in Heu of honest advice. 

“The fact that the saloon busi- 
ness is in a bad way, and the cigar 
man who is dependent upon It 
should begin right now to shift the 
channel of his output. 

“We say this not without fully 
appreciating that some manufac- 
turers will find that a dimcult 
think todo. But by facing the sit- 
uation squarely at this time, and 
anticipating the eventual result, 
they may avoid difficulties of the 
future that would prove far more 
embarrasssing. 


“Whether for woe or weal, 
whether right or wrong, the saloon 
business is being hard pressed and 
every cigar manufacturer whose 
interests are interlocked with it 
might as well take the above facts 
into his future calculations.” 

The tobacco tnterests are not wil- 
ling to admit that they will suffer 
from this proposed break with the 
saloons. Indeed, it is claimed by 
some that one result of wide prohibi- 
tion would be the spending of money 
on cigars and tobacco, and that the 
demand for the better class of these 
goods particularly would be increns- 
ed. No doubt the majority of temper- 
ance reformera would regard such 
a result a8 a great reform. But tt is 
not to be forgotten that in the minds! 
of many good people the use of tobac- 
co is hardly less sinful than the use 
of whiskey.—-Journal of Commerce, 
Montreal.

The fortifications of immense 
strength with which they have cover- 
ed this occupied territory may have 
to be stormed. When this feat has; 
been achieved a road will have to be 
hacked to the Rhine in the face of a 
desperate resistance from the whole 
German population. The task before 
us in the West is thus a stupendous 
one and demands stupendous forces 
for {ts accomplishment, Nor has ft 
been lightened by the serious cam: 
paign to which we are now committed 
in the Dardanelles—a campaign 
which must be prosecuted by a large

He says 
that a new France has emerged from 
this war, a sober and serious France, 
and he belfeves that the war will 
mark a great epoch for the Russian! 
people. They, will win-through Its! 
greater libert{es than they might have 
expected from a century of peace: 
Dr." Eliot has no doubt as to the re- 
rylt of the war. He hopes and prays 
that the United States will not be| 
drawn into it, and adds, “but that es-| 
cape will be due to the fact that 
Russia, England and France have} 
succeeded In defeating Germany and 
Austria-Hungary.”

Furthermore, Christian Science 
does not clearly differentiate be- 
tween the Church, which has been in 
process of calling and election for 
more than eighteen centuries, and 
the world, which still lies in the 
Wicked One, and which will not be 
dealt with until the Church shall be 
Blorifed, and with her Lord shall 
constitute the Kingdom of Righte- 
ousness. 

Jeaug prayed for His Church, 
“Sanctify them through Thy Truth; 
Thy Word is Truth.” While Chris- 
tian Scientists and people of other 
denominations, and some.of the hea- 
then as well, are, many of them, 
moral, exemplary, honorable, never 
theless few of them, surely, claim to 
be sanctified. Indeed, the sanctify- 
ing features of the Truth they ig- 
nore or do not see. We are not to 
think of church attendance or of re- 
jection of profanity, liquors, ete., as 
sanctification. The putting away of 
the filth of the flesh is indeed com- 
mendable, but is only a primary step 
fm the right direction, | 

God is now calling a sanctified 
class—a set-apart people—whom He 
is testing under the promise, “Be 
thou faithful unto death, and L will 
give thee a Crown of Life.” This 
does not signify faithfulness to a de- 
nomination or a cult, but faithfnl- 
ness to the Lord, to the testimony 
of His Word, to the principles of 
righteousness, to self-surrender to 
God to walk in Jesus’ footsteps. 

We will not discuss at length the 
sclentific element of Christian Sci- 
ence. To some it seems very unaci- 
entific — tnbarmonious with the 
Truth. We believe that the only way 
th.t anything scientific could be as- 
sociated with it is by adding to it the 
thought that sorrow, sin and death 
are in the world only temporarily, by 
reason of transgression of Divine 
Law, and that they are to be rooted 
out and destroyed as noxious weeds 
by Messiah's Kingdom. 

Christian Scientists tell us that 
they have receive. great benefit men- 
tally and physically from following 
Mrs, Eddy's theory and denying that 
there is any pain, etc. We quite agree 
that the will is a powerful factor In 
resisting disease—that if we brood 
over sorrows, difficulties, aches and 
pains, they are Increased by the oper- 
ation of our minds. We agree, as do 
all physicians, tha. the mind should 
be Iifted as much aa possible from 
our diseases «nd placed upon happify- 
{ng subjects. This is rational and 
logical; but it is illogical, irrational 
and, above all, untruthful, tu say that 
we are without p«in when we have 
pain. The lover of the truta can 1 .- 
er consent tp this. Honesty must be 
Grst with all'right-minded people, and 
surely is pleasing to God. Let us then 
not go to the extreme of untruthful- 
ness or to the otuer extreme of ex-_ 
aggerating our flls; but, Let every 
man think soberly.— Romans 12:3. 

There is one doctrine held by 
Christian Scientists — and for that 
matter by many of other denomina- 
tions, who atate themselves less 
positively — that is very pernicious, 
very injurious, very untrue, very un- 
scientific, very unscriptural. This is 
the teaching that God fs omnipresent 
——present in everything and in every 
place. Nothing in the Bible so de- 
clares; and wher’ we attempt to be 
wiser than what is written, we are 
surely making a mistake. 

«= Whoever thinks of God as omni- 
present necessarily’thinks of Him as 
impersonal; and the more he thinks, 
the more vague his God becomes, un- 
tll gradually he has no. God, bat 
merely (as some Christian Scientists, 
{ocluding Mrs. Eddy, express it) be- 
Meves in a principle of good, and 
calls that principle God. Such wish 
to believe in a supreme Creator, but 
by this erroneous reasoning they mis- 
lead their own intelligence into the 
denial of a personal God. Whoever 
belleves in a God who is everywhere 
belleves in one who is not a person, 

The Bible teaches a personal God 
—a* great Spirit Being. The Bible 
gives Him 3 home, or locality, and 
does not teach that He is everywhere. 
It was Jesus who taught us to pray, 
“Our Father, which art in Heaven.” 
Ob, bow different this {s from saying, 
that God Is in everything that has 
use or value—in ‘he soll, because it 
is useful for the development of 
fruits; in thé chalr, because it {s 
useful to sit upon; and in the table, 
because it Is useful aa a convenience! 
Such teachings are faith-destroying, 
and surely lead away from the sanc- 
tification of heart and life and. from 
the faith which the Bible Inculcates.

“Cannot Win This War,” He Declar- 
od—All Glory. Gone. 

“I seem to be living in a red dream 
and among flames," is' a striklog 
sentence In the following letter found 
upon: the body of a dead. Bavarian 
soldier in the Champagne district. It 
was forwarded to The Toronto Globe 
from the 1st Canadian Casualty 
Clearing Station, and its authenticity 
fa vouched for by the’ sender. The 
letter was written 16 the soldier's 
mother, and reads:

The work of the devil is not a pleas- 
ont meditation, but it is necessary that 
we should know our great adversary 
80 Gs to successfully resist him. The 
topic of the lesson today is Saul trying 
to kill David, and eter since Cain 
killed Abel the devil bas been very 
busy killing people. He is spoken of 
in Heb. il, 14, as having the power of 
death; but, although be bas been per- 
mitted to follow'his occupation so long, 
the time will come when he shall be 
sent t6 tho Jake of Gre forever and 
there shall be no more death on this 
earth (Rev. xx, 10; xxt, 4; 1 Cor. xv, 
26). Meantime it fs the believer's priv- 
{lege to be delivered from fear of 
death and from all bondage in connec- 
tion therewith (Matt. x, 28: Heb. tl, 
15). All enry and fealousy and strife 
are also of the der}! and should not be 
tolerated in a believer (Jas, ill, 14-16; 
Eph. fv, 30, 31), 

Althongh chapter xix or a part of it 
is our lesson chapter, we must look at 
xvili for the connection, The frst four 
verses of chapter xviii are thrillingly 
beautiful in thelr assurance and mapi- 
festation of the love of Jonatban and 
David, but we shal! come to that topic 
in our next lesson.

The farmer is told the 
price of what he has to sell, and some 
one else dictates what he must pay

“Buy food cheap; sell goods dear, and 
have the Government to back you up. 
That is the Sir Jingo McBore idea.

Inferior Lightning Rods 


Again I wish to warn the farmers 
of Ontario against inferior lightning 
Oife‘of ‘the same companies 
that buncoed the farmers with iron- 
centered rods last year is reported 
to he selling the same rod again this 
Watch out for: them. 
There is no difficulty in spotting 
The outside covering is 


a thin sheet of copper. Inside the cop- 
per {s/a strip of galvanized ‘stee! or 


iron one-half inch wide and two gal- 
yanized steel or iron wires about 
No, 10. The copper sheath is twisted 
around the strip and wires giving the

Inferior Lightning Rods 


Again I wish to warn the farmers 
of Ontario against inferior lightning 
rods. One‘of the same companies 
that buncoed the farmers with fron- 
centered rods last year is reported 
to be selling the same rod again this 
year. Watch out for them. 

There is no difficulty in spotting 
these rods. The outside covering is 
a thin sheet of copper. Inside the cop- 
per is a strip of galvanized steel or 
iron one-half inch wide and two gal- 
vanized steel or iron wires about 
No. 10. The copper sheath fs twisted 
around the strip and wires giving the 


rod a corrugated appearance. The 
, Steel or fron will rust out in from five 


to ten years. For photographs of
